DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

Claims 1-38 and 39-50 are rejected under 35 U.S„C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Claims 1 through 38 recite a "system for detecting an annotated anchor" 
which is an abstract idea not tangibly embodied in a computer 
readable/executable medium. 

Claims 39 through 50 recite a "method for detecting and processing a 
plurality of annotated anchors in a plurality of documents" which is an abstract 
idea not tangibly embodied in a computer readable/executable medium.. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

Claims 1-10, 14-20, 22-27, 31, 33, 36-42, 45, and 48-53 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ingram (U.S. Publication 
2002/0052890 A1 ) in further view of Schilrt (U.S. Patent 6,279,014 B1 ). 

As per claim 1, Ingram discloses a system, method and apparatus for 
detecting hyperlinks or anchors within a document when the cursor is moved 
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
